Mr. Johnson, when engaged in “awinging
around the cirole,’’ ia mever over-ohoics in
epithets or over-conrteous to (:Eponunu; but
he ocould not have said anything in more
exeorable taste than he did at Knoxville, in
exolaiming, “‘Thank God! my honors have not
been gained through blood. The wounnded
#oldiers oannot attribute their wounds to me."’
Compared with this, his Baltimore slur at his
suoceshor as being a willing **‘slave to Con-

ess'’ was a compliment. All the blood

rant bas shed has been in defense of that
Constitution of which Mr. Johnson still
imagives himself to be the only guardian. It
was mnoble blood, mobly off ; and it was
because General Grant had so managed that
this blood was not shed in vain, that his
countrymen first tarned their minds upon him
for the Presidential chair. To slur at those
whose “honors have been gained through
blood"’ is to cast a reflection upon some of the
best men of the land, of all epinions and all
parties; it is to deory the ultimate tribute of
patriotiam.

The Cuban Situation,
Fyom the N. Y, Times,

Whatever may be our views of the Cuban
cauge, we must mnot be blind to the faot that
the insurgents have not yet made the degree
of progrees aomnlly olaimed for them. Kx-
aggeration the leading trait of all news
from the island, both from the official and the
insurgent side. We showed the other day
how, in the Bpanish stories, every cross-road
skirmish was magnified to a great battle, and
every dispersionof a knot of suspiclous charac-
ters was telegraphed as a tremendouns defeat
of the patriots. What has become of that
‘‘utter rout of a great body of insurgents near
Trinidad I’ Ten days have since elapsed, and
nothing has been heard of the affair.

Rumor and report are absolutely all that
we get from ‘‘the soeme of oonflict,’* and so
trivial are even these that one gins to
doubt whether there is any conflict at all.
Take the telegrams of the last ten days—
they are the merest twaddle. Cuban news
is & mere repetition of Cretan, which was go
untrustworthy as to revive the uncompli-
mentary Cretan description of St, Paul.
That ‘*‘reliable ntleman’’ who used to
tlgure; the ‘“‘intelligent ocontra-
band,” in our own war, has evidently taken
up his abode with the Queen of the Antilles,
and is plying his old vooation. Firat he tells
us that ‘““the Peruvian monitors are certainly
aiding the imsurrection’’—althongh the
oficial pledge of neutrality under which
Peru took them has been made public. Next
be tells us that “‘within a few days the in-
surgents will have possession of a seaport;”’
but he has told us that for three months. He
speaks of Havana as being somewhat in the
poeition of the Viceroy of E;yﬁt, under
whose seat & “‘loaded bomb'’ was lately put;
whereas, private residents there tell us they
would furdly suspect that an insmrrection
existed but for the newspspers. An Eoglish
gentleman—an impar observer—lately
rode on horgeback through the whole of that
‘“ingurrectionary distriot’’ of which our “re-
liable gentlemen'’ regularly sends maps,
shaded with varions duf:oa of blackness, to
indicate the spread of rebellion. At each vil-
lage he paused and inguired where the insur-
rection was. ‘“At ——, so many miles shead,”
was the invariable response. He got to Ha-
vana without finding it.

‘We wounld not errate the insurreotion,
which is & very serious affair, and promises
one day to be successful. But what we say
is that sympathy must not lead observers to
discount & 8uccess not yet attained. The real
¢fforts of the Cabans will probably be made
in summer, when, as Mayor Hall says, Gene-
ral Yellow Jack will take the field against the
foreign levies, and the native troops will be
better disciplined to :fht. There has yet been
nothing like a pitched battle, and hardly even
a respectable mish.
